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FOREWORD 

This Indian Standard was adopted by the Bureau of Indian Standards, after the draft finalized 
by the Automotive Tyres, Tubes and Rims Sectional Committee had been approved by the 
Transport Engineering Division Council. 

This standard has been prepared based on the current practices prevalent in the industry. 
Considering the fact that the animal driven vehicles are operated at very low speeds, it has been 
decided that separate tests are not necessary for performance evaluation of these tyres. 

For the purpose of deciding whether a particular requirement of this standard is complied with, 
the final value, observed or calculated, expressing the result of a test or analysis, shall be 
rounded off in accordance with IS 2 : 1960. The number of significant places retained in the 
rounded off value should be the same as that of the specified value in this standard.

3 TERMS, DEFINITION AND 
NOMENCLATURE 

Terms, definitions and nomenclature shall be 
as given in IS 10914 ( Part 1 ) : 1991. 

4 TYRE DIMENSIONS 

The tyre dimensions and profile shall be com- 
patible with the relative ( recommended ) rims 
as given in Tables 1 and 2. 

5 TUBE VALVES 

The recommended valves for the inner tube 
shall be as given in Table 1 ( see also IS 10939 : 
1984 ). 



6 DIMENSIONAL REQUIREMENTS 

6,1 The tyre dimensions shall conform to 
Table 1 and method of measurement shall be as 
given in IS 10914 (Part 5 ) : 1988. 

7 SKID DEPTH 

The minimum skid depth of the new tyres shall 
conform to Table 3, when measured as per 
IS 10914 (Part 5) : 1988. 

8 MARKING 

a) Nominal size designation, 

b) Ply rating ( PR ). 

c) Indication of the source of manufacture 
or trade-mark. 

d) Manufacturer's code. 

e) Month of manufacture shall be given by 
the first three letters of the month after 
the manufacturer's code and followed by 
the last two digits of the year.

f) One concentric groove on lower side 
walls reasonably above the rim flange 
top edge ( to assist in checking centra- 
lisation of tyre on rim ).
